POMMUNITY FUND 
LAGS; DEFICIT OF 
$400,000 FEARED 


Head of Campaign Says In- 
dications Are That 
Amount Raised Will Miss 
$3,000,000 Goal. 


URGES CONTRIBUTORS 
TO DOUBLE GIFTS 


Pledges of $1,290,000 Re- 
ported After Seven Days 
of : Solicitation — Another 
Summary Tomorrow. 


Indications that the Community 
Fund and Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment will fall 
about $400,000 short of the $3,000,- 
000 goal established for their com- 
bined charity appeal are seen by 
Gale F. Johnston, campaign chair- 
man, in an analysis of pledges so 
far reported. Workers’ reported 


yesterday contributions of $70,312 
obtained over the week-end, mak- 
ing the total, after seven days of 
solicitation, $1,290,789. 

Up to now the campaign has 
produced pledges of but $20,000 
more than was obtained lagt year 
in a corresponding period when the 
Community Fund alone sought $2,- 
200,000. This year it is asking for 
$2,250,000, and the Citizen’s Com- 
mittee for $750,000. The Commu- 
nity Fund, last year, was about 
$500,000 short of its goal at the 
end of the 10-day period set for 
the campaign, and the goal was 
reached only after prolonged ef- 
fort. 


Johnston, in a statement, said 
many had given generously this 
year, “but in other instances the 
indication is quite clear that don- 
ors, perhaps purposely, but more 
likely thoughtlessly, are unwilling 
to assume their just share of the 
burden,” 

Wants Doubling of Gifts. 

No one who gave $10,000 or more 
last year has doubled his gift this 
year, Johnston said, and asked: 
‘Are there not men and women in 
this community, which counts its 
wealth in hundreds of millions, 
who will step forward with such @ 
gift?’’ 

Suggesting that payments may 
be made during 1932 on a monthly 
basis, Johnston asked those who 
have already subscribed. to recon- 
sider their contributions with a 
view to enlarging them. 

Campaign workers will not meet 
again to report progress until to- 
morrow noon. Educational leaders 
of the city and county attended 
yesterday’s luncheon meeting -at 
Hotel Statler. Henry J. Gerling, 
Superintendent of Instruction in St. 
Louis public schools, was the prin- 
cipal speaker. He said employes 
of the Board of Education, who 
have adopted this year the plan of 
giving 1 per cent of their incomes, 
will contribute at least three times 
as much as last year. 

Insurance and Charity._ 

“We are giving not merely for 
the sake of charity,” Gerling said.

CIRCUIT JUDGES MUST 
PAY STATE INCOME TAX 


Missouri Supreme Court Unani- 
| mous in Decision on St. 
Louis Case. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, 17.— 

Circuit Judges ig St. Louis are sub- 

jéct to payment of State income 


tax on their salaries, the same as 
other taxpayers, and collection of 
the tax on their judicial incomes 
violates no constitutional or statu- 
téry provisions, the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc ruled today. 

The decision involved a test case 
to determine whether the St. Louis 
Circuit Judges must pay State in- 
come tax on the $5500 of their 
$8900 annual salaries which is paid 
by the State. The test was institut- 
ed by Judge Wilson A. Taylor, act- 
ing for himself and some of the 
other Judges. 

It was contended that collection 
of the income tax on the $5500 paid 
by the State would in effect dimin- 
ish the salary of a Supreme Court, 
Appellate Court or Circuit Judge, 
which in Missouri shall not be in- 
creased or diminished during the 
term for which he was elected. 

Judge W. T. Ragland, who wrote 
the opinfon, held the constitutional 
provision clearly was not intended 
to relieve Judges from taxation and 
that Judges were subject to taxa- 
tion in the same manner as other 
citizens. He heid the constitutional 
provision prohibiting the increase 
or reduction of a Judge’s salary 
during the term for which he was 
elected. was a provision to secure 
independence of Judges and was 
not a tax exemption provision. 

All of the other Judges of the 
court en bane concurred in the 
ruling.

Dr. Merrill was a passenger 
aboard a night air mail plane from 
Salt Lake City to Los Angeles 
About 150 miles southwest of Salt 
Lake City, the first stragglers of 
the shower appeared. 

In the three hours that preceded 
dawn, Dr. Merrell and a group ac.

Some 
were so brilliant they lighted the 
Skies. 

Of the brilliant meteors the most 
spectacular left a curved trail that 
was visible for four minutes. It first 
described a long straight trail, then 
began to curve to the right and bent 
away almost at right angles.

When the private meeting ended 
this evening it was announced 
there would be another closed ses- 
sion tomorrow and the prospect of 
a second open meeting seemed re- 
mote. Later Dr. Sze visited Am- 
bassador Dawes at his hotel. 

The impression has gained ground 

that Ambassador Dawes and the 
United States Government were 
not inclined to co-operate as close- 
ly as heretofore with the League 
in: its efforts to settle the contro- 
versy, and a report was received 
from a high authority that Maxim 
Litvinoff, Soviet Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, had filed a pro- 
test at Tokio regarding Japanese 
army movements in the region of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, 
which is in the Russian sphere of 
influence in Manchuria. 


On Ruseian Attitude. 

This latter.report led: to the be- 
lief that Russia would not keep 
her hands off the. situation in- 
definitely if the League and the 
United. States failed to halt the 
Japanese advance. Intimations 
from Manchuria that Russia is 
showing concern over Japanese 
moves there had reawakened talk 
of Soviet intervention “to save 
China from. the inve.der.” 

Dawes denied himself to ques- 
tioners, but the impression was 
gained at his headquarters that the 
Lnited States Government now re- 
gretted having worked with 
League leaders so intimately at the 
last session of the Council and 
believed the more prudent course 
now was to forget the request to 
Japan to withdraw her troops by 
a fixed date. 

(The League’s time limit for 
Japanese evacuation of Manchu- 
ria ran out yesterday with, the 
Japanese troops still there). 

Prentiss Gilbert, United States 
Consul-General at Geneva, who 
sat at the Council table during the 
previous session, is not present for 
this one, and League supporters 
point out that the change leaves 
the United States without repre- 
sentation in the meetings of the 
Council. 

French Press Expression. 

The French press has adopted an 
attitude frankly favorable to the 
Japanese and expresses belief that 
the great Powers, except Germany, 
are beginning to regard Japan as 
the defender of the validity of ex- 
isting treaties and a protector of 
the status quo. 

Dr. Sze, Chinese spokesman, has 
given notice that he expects action 
from the Council and will no longer 
be satisfied with promises. Chi- 
nese sympathizers now suggest 
that, if the Nanking Government 
can't get help from the League and 
the United States, its next move 
will be to accept Soviet assistance 
to defend its territorial] integrity. 
They insist the joining of China's 
490,000,000 people with the mil- 


' lions of Russians, would constitute 


a formidable share of the human 
race. 

Dr. Sze has filed an official de- 
nial with the League of charges 
that the Nanking government is 
negotiating with Soviet Russia for 
military supplies in Manchuria.

Report of “Dawes Plan.” 
Last night it was said a “Dawes 
plan for Manchuria’ was under 
unofficial consideration. This 
nebulous compromise proposal, 
probably of mixed parentage, was 
said to be the subject of private 
discussions. On good authority, it 
was learned, the plan contemplated 
direct negotiations between the two 
nations on four of the five funda- 
mental points previously laid down 
by Japan as conditions of with- 
drawal of her troops, and consid- 
eration of the fifth point, that 
China recognize existing treaties, 
only after evacuation had been ef- 
fected. 

Completion of troop withdraw- 
als by Japan would also not depend 
on the negotiations over the first 
four points and all negotiations 
would be carried on in pursuance 
of the League Council resolution, 
leaving the problem still in the 
League's hands. 

The four first points laid down 
by Japan were mutual repudiation 
of an aggressive conduct and pol- 
icy; respect for China’s territorial 
integrity; suppression of all organ- 
ized movements interfering with 
trade and stirring up international 
hatred, and effective protection of 
peaceful pursuits of Japanese sub- 
jects throughout Manchuria. 


Why Dawes Is Staying Out of 
Council Sessions. 

By the Associated Presse. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Am- 
bassador Dawes is staying out of 
the League of .Nations Council 
Manchurian sessions at Paris be- 
cause the United States is not 
ready to decide how far it will 
accompany the League along the 
pathway toward forceful measures 
against Japan. 

Secretary Stimson said today no 
assurances had been given or were 
being given whether this Govern- 
ment would join in an economic 
‘boycott or withdraw its diplomatic 
representatives from Japan if the 
Japanese troops stay in Manchu- 
ria. 

The United States does not re- 
gard itself as involved in the pres- 
ent League dilemma arising from 
Japan’s refusal to withdraw her 
troops by last night as the League 
requested. Washington did not 
associate itself with that time limit 
and is letting the League decide for 
itself what it now will do. 


For Freedom of Action. 
All of this is a part of the deter- 
mination of Washington to main- 
tain freedom of action. Stimson 
also declared he did not regard 
what now is being done as in any 
way a change of attitude by the 
United States. 
What the United States has done, 
partially in co-operation with the 
League, may be summarized as 
follows: 
It urged Japan a month ago to 
get her troops out of Manchuria, 
the withdrawal to be coupled with 
Chinese guarantees of. protection 
for Japanese nationals and prop- 
erty. 
It joined the League in asking 
Japan not,to permit any further 
advance of the troops, and also 
made the same request directly to 
Tokio. 
It refrained carefully from any- 
thing that looked Ii!ke setting a 
time limit, or from. threatening 
either diplomatic or économic boy- 
cott. 


In the past month the American 
requests have been disregarded. 
The troops have advanced. Fur- 
ther ill feeling has been engen- 
dered in Manchuria. Japan takes 
the position now that withdrawal 
would leave Manchuria in a state 
a riot and disorganization.

GOT $451,000 
FROM BAIN BANKS 


Chicago Prosecutor De- 
clares 100 Board Mem- 
bers Borrowed $5000 to 
$350,000 Each. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 17.— Assistant 
State’s Attorney Henry Ayres, in 
charge of the grand jury investiga- 
tion of John Bain’s 12 defunct 
banks, said last night he had dis- 


covered that directors and officers 
of the banks owed $4,511,383 in 
loans when the depositories closed. 

Two-thirds of the total of 150 of- 
ficers and directors, he said, owed 
form $5000 to $350,000 each. 

Ayres said he had not investi- 
gated to det rmine how much of 
the borrowed funds were secured 
through collateral. 

Bain was said by the receiver for 
the chain to owe $884,163, bor- 
rowed personally, and $1,402,023, 
‘borrowed through John Bain, Inc., 
the Bain Real Estate Investment 
Co. and Lews, Inc., all controlled 
by him. : 

Former United States Senator 
Deneen took the witness stand in 
the courtroom of Circuit Judge Mi- 
chael Feinberg today to tell of his 
holdings of stock and trust shares 
in the Bain bank chain. 
| Spectators were searched for 
weapons before they were admitted 
to the room. Crowds jammed the 
door ag the session opened. 

The former Senator read the. list 
of his holdings of stock, totaling 
341 shares in six of the defunct 
banks. He also claimed a half 
interest in a Bain controlled trust 
for which he paid $16,980. The 
court asked when this trust was 
developed. 

“I think it is vacant now,” said 
Deneen. He was asked whether 
he knew what John Bain, presi- 
dent of the group, paid for his 
share of the trust and whether “all 
Bain did give for it was his own 
note ?”’ 

“I don’t know about that,” the 
former Senator answered. 

“I advanced the money for my 
share.” 

Deneen also said he had invested 
$35,466 in a 15 per cent share ina 
210-acre tract near Lombard, and 
a $26,700 interest in another trust. 

While the Circuit Court hearing 
proceeded, the Cook County grand 
jury proceeded with its own in- 
vestigation of the failure of the 
Bain banks. 

Edward (Spike) O’Donnell, South

he had on deposit in one of the 
chain. O’Donnell refused to sign 
an immunity waiver and was re- 
leased, but told reporters that he

She went, and 
got it the next day. I never made 
threats to anyone,’’ he said.

of novices in crime. 

Berg himself concluded, from the 
considerate manner in which his 
captors treated lim, that they were 
novices, but their records contra- 
dict his conclusion. a 

Heuer, in and out of prison for 
the past 18 years, has a record that 
includes burglary, bank robbery 
and the strong suspicion that he 
participated in at least one mur- 
der. 

Peak was convicted of a murder 
that involved participation in a 
holdup and in whisky dealing ac- 
tivities. 

Barcume’s record includes con- 
victions for carrying a concealed 
weapon. and assault to rob. an 
acquittal on a charge of habitual

WOMAN TELLS nER 
STORY IN BREACH 
OF PROMISE SUIT 


Miss Anne Enger on Stand 
In' $50,000 Action 
Against John Gorman 
Describes Courtship. 


The $50.000 breach of promise 
suit of Miss Anna Enger, 35 years 
old, 5207 Lansdowne avenue, 
against John Gorman, 29, 2823 
South Kingshighway, owner of 
newspaper carrier routes, is on 
trial before a jury in Circuit Judge 
Hogan’s court.

Miss Enger testified she and 
Gorman became engaged in 1926, 
and it was understood they were 
to be married after the baseball 
season of that year.

It was also planned, she tes- 
tified, they were to go to Califor- 
nia on their honeymoon. Accord- 
ing to her testimony Gorman in- 
formed her he had an income of 
$1200 a month from his routes. 


Several letters written to plain- 
tiff by Gorman when she was in 
Colorado in the summer of 1926, 
were read to the jury by her attor- 
ney, Everett Paul Griffin. In the 
letters the defendant addressed 
her in terms of endearment. In 
cne he wrote: “I miss you every 
time I go up and down Kingshigh- 
way.” : 

Miss Enger said she did not ac- 
cept an engagement ring because 
she did not care for rings; Gorman 
gave her an umbrella instead. 
ErXowever, she said she gave him a 
ring and he complained because 
she would not permit him to buy 
one for her. “I did not go with 
any other man during this time,” 
she declared. 

The plaintiff said that Gorman 
kept postponing their marriage and 
finally refused to marry her. She 
became the mother of a boy on 
April 12, 1928, she testified. 


‘“‘He has not contributed one cent 
to the support of the child’’ Miss 
Enger said. The boy was in court. 


Everett Hullverson, attorney for 
Gorman, questioned Miss Enger 
about her previous engagement to 
a doctor. She said she had been 
engaged but the engagement was 
broken because the doctor’s mother 
thought she was too tiny to get 
married... She admitted she ac- 
eepted a ring from the _ doctor 
which she still has in her posses- 
sion. 


“Have you it on now?” the at- 
torney asked. Miss Enger an- 
swered no. She denied she ever 
told Gorman she would not marry 
him because she was several years 
his senior. ‘“‘What difference does 
that make?” she asked.

Alex Ginsberg, Bookkeeper 
for I. M. Simon & Co., 
Surrenders and Is Freed 
on $15,000 Bond. 


Alex Ginsberg, 32-year-old book- 
keeper, surrendered at Police 
Headquarters today, after admitting 


he had embdDezzled $46,000 from L 
M. Simon & Co., stock and bond 
brokers in the Security Building, 
where he has been employed for 
12 years. He was released on $15,- 
000 bond. 

Ginsberg confessed, according to 
his employers, that he took the 
money, comparatively small 
amounts at a time, during the last 
two years to pay losses he suffered 
in stock market speculation and 
betting on horse races. 

For several years he has been 
in complete charge of the firm’s 
books and, until a slight irregular- 
ity last month led to a thorough 
examination, was highly trusted. 


Juggled Accounts Cleverly. 

As a result of the extensive 
audit, it was learned that Ginsberg 
had juggled his accounts cleverly. 
enabling him to withdraw consid- 
erable amounts at various periods 
without <etection. The bookkeeper 
creafed artificial accounts to deceive 
examiners into the conclusion that 
his books balanced. 

A statement issued late yester- 
day by officers of I. M. Limon & 
Co., following inquiries concerning 
the embezzlement, follows: 

“The brokerage firm of I. M. Si- 
mon & Co. reported today that 
Mr. Alex Ginsberg, for many years 
one of their trusted employes, had 
committed embezzlements. Since 
this loss was discovered the firm’s 
accounts have been audited by 
their auditors, Touche, Niven & 
Co., certified public accountants, 


who report a shortage which is 
covered by insurance. 
“Mr. Ginsberg, in a confession, 


states that the money was largely 
iost by him in trading and betting 
on horse races. He is 32 years of 
age, married and has three _ chil- 
aren. He resides at 6429 Clayton 
road.” 

Ginsberg formerly lived with his 
wife and three young children at 
the Clayton road address, but is 
now at the home of his wife's par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Leo Brasch, 711 
Eastgate avenue, University City, 
who signed his bond today.

ON SEWER LAW REPEAL 


Supreme Court Refuses to Take 
Jurisdiction in Wellston 
Plea for Mandamus. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 17.— 
The Supreme Court of Missouri re- 
fused today to take jurisdiction in 
# mandamus suit by four St. Louis 
County residents, to set aside the 
repeal of the Ralph sewer law, at 
least so far as districts formed 
prior to the repeal are concerned, 
and to force the carrying out of 
the $2,500,000 sewer system 
planned in the Wellston sewer dis- 
trict. 

The Court gave no opinion, but 
merely made an entry that the 
application for an alternative 
writ of mandamus had been de- 
nied. This followed a conference 
of the court en banc in which ap- 
plications for various writs were 
discussed. 

The repeal of the Ralph sewer 
law by the 1931 Legislature be- 
came effective in September. The 
suit was filed Oct. 17 by J. Becker, 
Mary Schulte, William Odenback 
and Isaac W. Percival, all property 
owners in the Wellston district. 
Their attorney is Jesse L. Harnage 
of Clayton, who was an attorney 
tor the Wellston and Central sew- 
er districts and previously for the 
old Brentwood sewer district. 

The Court was asked to issue a 
writ of mandamus to compel the 
supervisors of the Wellston dis- 
trict to proceed under the law as 
it existed when the district was 
incorporated in February, 19239, 
and to complete the district sewer 
system. It was contended that the 
repeal act was unconstitutional 
and not binding on the supervisors 
of the Wellston district. It was 
asserted that a judgment in Sst 
Louis County Circuit Court, de- 
claring sewers were needed in the 
Weliston district and incorporating 
the district, had become fir-1 since 
there had been no appeal, and that 
the property owners bringing the 
suit had acquired a vested right in 
that judgment and the results that 
might arise from it. It was con- 
tended the Legislature could not 
disturb such rights or set aside or 
impair the final judgment of a 
court of competent jurisdiction. 


Radio Amateurs Numerous.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—W. D. 
Terrell, director of the Commerce 
Department's radio division, in his 
annual report today described the 
amateurs as by far the largest 
users of transmitting radio _  sta- 
tions in the United States.

ON NATURAL BRIDGE AV. 


North St. Louis Business Men 
Want Viaducts or Un- 
derpasses. 


A plan to separate grades at the 
intersections of widened Natural 
Bridge avenue with the four prin- 
cipal thoroughfares it will cross is 
being considered ‘by the Public Im- 
provements Committee of the 
North st. Louis Business Men's As- 
sociation. The association went on 
record last week in favor of the 
proposal. The cost would be al- 

ost $500,000. : 

The plan calls for viaducts to 
carry Grand boulevard and Kings- 
highway over Natural Bridge and 
to carry Natural Bridge over 
Goodfellow avenue, although itis 
possible the arrangement might be 
reversed at Goodfellow. It pro- 
vides for leaving the grade of Un- 
ion boulevard unchanged at Nat- 
ural Bridge, with an underpass to 
take Natural Bridge beneath Un- 
ion. 

Recently the North St. Louis 
committee conferred with W. W. 
Horner, chief street engineer for 
the city, about saving trees in 
Fairground Park when Natural 
Bridge is widened. Horner took 
occasion to submit the grade sep- 
aration plan to the group. It had 
been prepared by the Street Grade 
Separation Committee of the Civic 
Development Bureau, Chamber of 
Commerce, of which Horner is 
chairman. 

The North St. Louis committee, 
of which William Wedemeyer, an 
architect and a member of the 
City Plan Commission, is chairman, 
is considering means of financing 
the proposal. It also is conferring 
with property owners in the vicin- 
ity of the four intersections af- 
fected, seeking their support. 
Wedemeyer expressed approval of 
the plan and said it had arounsed 
much favorable interest in the dis-

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JUANITA HANSEN WINS 


Former Film Actress, Scalded 
in Bath in Hotel, Success- 
ful on Appeal. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y¥., Nov. 17.— 
Juanita C. Hansen, former film ac- 
tress, today won her $109,269 suit 
agaist Hotel Lincoln properties of 
New York City. She sued to re- 
cover for injuries suffered when 
hot water and steam spurted from 
a shower bath nozzle in Hotel Lin- 


coln, asserting the injuries prevent- 
ed her from continuing her pro- 


fessional career. 
Miss Hansen, now 37 years old, 


maintained that at the time of the 
mishap that befell her in Hotel 
Lincoln she had one contract for 
$52,000 a year, and that on other 
occasions she earned as much as 
$2000 a week. 

She said that June 23, 1928, 
when living at the hotel, she went 
into the shower. placed the indi- 
cator midway between “cold” and 
“warm” and turned on the water. 
Nothing happened for a moment, 
she said, and then there was a 
shower of hot water and steam. 
She was so badly scalded and 
burned, that her career as an ac- 
tress was pérmanently impaired. 
She sued for $250,000. 

The case was tried in Westches- 
ter County Supreme Court, and the 
jury awarded her $167,000. The 
court set this verdict aside with 
relation to Theater Zone Realty 
Co., one of the owners of the ho- 
tel, and ordered a new trial in 
the case of the Hotel Lincoln Prop- 
ertieS. The Appellate Division re- 
versed the court’s action, but re- 
duced the award to $100,000 and 
interest amounting to $9269. To- 
day’s decision by the Court of Ap- 
peals affirmed the Appellate Di- 
vision action. 

The other owners named as de- 
fendants in Miss Hansen’s suit are 
the U. S. Realty Corporation and 
Irving J. Lewine, Inc.

MacDonald Announces Keduction 
in Salary of Lord Privy Seal as 
Part of Economy Program. 

LONDON, Nov. 17.—Philip Snow- 
len, former Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, whose elevation to the 
peerage was announced yesterday, 
will take a cut in pay as_ Lord 
Privy Seal in the present Cabinet, 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
told the House of Co ons today. 

The reduction is i e with the 
general economy program, he said, 
and, although the office, which nor- 
mally pays $10,000, is usually a 
sinecure, Snowden will have plen- 
ty of work of a special character. 

Mrs. Snowden, who will share 
her husband’s rank as a Viscount, 
has been able to pad out the family 
income by $3560 a year as a mem- 
ber of the British Broadcasting 
Corporation. 

The Manchester Guardian, com- 
menting today on Snowden’'s eleva- 
tion, said, “It is a strange role for 
the toughest and most consistent 
political fighter of our day. We 
await its development in the hope 
that the blessing of Snowden the 
Viscount will be more helpful than 
the mere abuse of principles for 
which Snowden the commoner stood 
throughout his life.”

(CALLS FOR VISITING NURSE 
“HAVE INCREASED 12 PER CENT 


An increasing demand for -the 
service of visiting nurses in homes 
was shown in reports made at the 
meeting of directors of the Visit- 
ing Nurse Association, held yester- 
day at 2221 Locust street. The as- 
sociation is a Commbtinity Fund 
agency. 

Mrs. John A. Haskell, president 
of the association, said the success 
of the present Community Fund 
campaign was of the greatest im- 
portance to the work of the nurses, 
as there had been an increase of 
12 per cent in the demand for their 
Failure of the campaign, 
she said, would mean lack of care 
for newborn babies and their moth- 
ers, sick children, and many who 
require care in their homes.

IN PRISON 3 YEARS TOO LONG, 
EXCONVICT GETS $7500 AWARD 


Former Inmate Charged Two Mem- 
bers of Parole Board Ignored 


Habeas Corpus. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov, 17.—Benny Sab- 


batino, a former convict, obtained a 
$7500 verdict today against two 
former members of the State Pa- 


role Board, whom he charged with 
having kept him in prison three 
years too long after a writ of ha- 
beas corpus for his release had 
been signed. 

While the jury upheld Sabbati- 
no’s action against George W. Ben- 
Ham and James L. Long, it exon- 
erated a third defendant, Alexander 
Konta, who also was on the Pa- 
role Board at the time Sabbatino 
sought release on the writ. The ex- 
convict had originally sued the 
three for a total of $200,000. 

Sabbatino was convicted in the 
Bronx in 1915 and was sentenced 
to 15 years in the prison at Great 


Meadows. He was eligible to pa- 
role in 1924. When he was not 
released at that time, he obtained 
a writ of habeas corpus sustained 
by a Supreme Court Justice. Sab- 
batino said that, despite the writ, 
Benham and Long persuaded the 
Warden not to release him. He 
testified that he finally got his free- 
dom in 1925, only to be rearrested 
and kept in prison until November, 
1927, when the Court of Appeals 
upheld the writ. During his stay 
in prison, Sabbatino studied law.

Two facts should be borne in 
mind when considering this notori- 
ous organization. Soviet Russia to- 
day is under an officially inspired 
spirit of war, and its citizens are 
accustomed to terror as a factor in 
government. It should not be for- 
gotten that during the war we had 
the zealous American Protective 
Association volunteers who operat- 
ed under the Department of Jus- 
tice, and that Attorney-General 
Mitchell Palmer had a campaign of 
terror with his “‘Red” raids. Self- 
preservation is the first law of pol- 
itics as well as of human conduct, 
and the Bolshevik leaders have 
taken a leaf from the czarist book 
of government to defend them- 
selves against counter-revolution. 


Name to Inspire Fear. 


The Gay-Pay-Oo is the direct 
descendant of the Czarist Okrana 
and the post-revolutionary Che-Ka. 
The late Felix Dzerzhinsky, the 
originator of the Che-Ka, became 
the first head of the Gay-Pay-Oo. 
His successor is a Pole, Menshin- 
sky, who has carried out the zeal- 
ous methods of the founder.. 

The writer was in White Russia 
in 1922-23, when the Che-Ka was 
At Christmas and New 


in power. 
Year's. celebrations, a _ practical 
joker would whisper “Che-Ka” 


after answering a knock at the 
door. No matter how many times 
he played the joke, the Russians 
were always nervous and fright- 
ened for several minutes. 

There was reason for fright. The 
Russians knew that they had no re- 
course against the secret police. 
The Rusian Bill of Rights contains 
no prohibition against arbitrary ar- 
rest and imprisonment, and there 
is no habeas corpus writ. 


Stalin has compared the Gay- 
Pay-Oo to the Committee of Pub- 
lic Safety which operated during 
the French Revolution. When 
British liberals protested in 1927 
against the execution of 24 alleged 
counter-revolutionaries by the State 
Police, Premier Rykov replied that 
the British were in error when they 
claimed that the men had not hada 
“legal trial.” He pointed out that 
the Gay-Pay-Oo enjoyed <all rights 
of a revolutionary tribunal.”’ The 
organization is one of the impor- 
tant branches of the Government, 
and like foreign affairs, communi- 
cations and transportation, it is 
operated directly by central control. 
It has not been formally designated 
a commissariat, but its head is en- 
titled to attend Cabinet meetings. 


‘“‘Higher-Ups” a Secret. 

Only a select group of high-rank- 
ing Soviet officials know the num- 
bers and the ramifications of the 
organization. Its*six subdivisions 
are executive, foreign, economic, 
military, railroad and political. The 
last division is the one dreaded by 
Russian citizens, while the foreign 
branch is feared by the Russian 
emigres. Ss 

Where political activities are in- 
volved, Gay-Pay-Oo arrests, trials 
and punishments are secret.. The 
only accountability is to the select 
group in the Government. Its pow- 
ers are almost unlimited and if mis- 
takes are made, no one is the wiser. 
Its spies are everywhere—in the 
army, in factories, mines, Govern- 
ment offices, hotels, at meetings, 
on farms and on the railroads. It 
can tap wires and open letters. It 
is said to have agents provocateurs 
in the markets, in churches and in 
foreign circles. Ordinarily crimi- 
nals are turned over to ordinary 
courts. Political prisoners just 
disappear. Sometimes they return. 
Communists are not immune 
from the surveillance of this many- 
eyed group, as Trotsky learned to 
his sorrow. Stalin had control of

witted him. After Trotsky was 
exiled, his followers who refused 
immediately to repent their apos- 
tasy were subjected to the espion- 
age of the Gay-Pay-Oo. Many of 
Trotsky’s most secret communica- 
tions came into the hands of the 
secret police. 


Millions of Helpers. 


The effectiveness of the organi- 
zation is more understandable 
when one realizes the outside as- 
sistance available to it. There are 
2,250,000 Communists who are ex- 
pected to report to the proper au- 
thorities, all derelictions they no- 
tice, and the enthusiastic Young 
Communists, the Komsomols, who 
number 4,000,000, undoubtedly 
give tips about what they have 
learned. Foreign residents in Rus- 
sia are convinced that their inter- 
preters and servants are compelled 
to report all contacts with Rus- 
sians. The espionage of foreigners 
apparently. has slackened _ since 
‘the writer was in Russia with the 
American Relief Administration. 
In those days he had a short-legged 
“shadow” whom he took for long 
walks. Now if a foreigner attends 
to his own business he can go 
about Russia without any feeling 
of being watched. 


Many wartime rules which seem 
absurd to an American are still 
enforced. Photographs cannot be 
taken of railroad stations, bridges, 
harbors, soldiers or the Kremlin 
walls. All films are supposed to be 
developed before being taken out of 
the country. When the writer made 
a photograph of the harbor at Wal- 
ta and took it to be developed in 
Moscow, the photographer wanted 
to know if the writer had had per- 
mission from the Gay-Pay-Oo to 
take the scene. When he was told 
that no permission had been asked 
or given he declared in an avowed 
voice that the penalty for photo- 
graphing a harbor without authori- 
zation was six weeks in prison. 


Reward of Service. 


The Gay-Pay-Oo officials know 
that they are feared and respected 
and they take the perquisites of the 
ruling class. On his trip over Rus- 
sia the writer noticed that the 
members in uniform wore the 
snappiest accoutrements, ate the 
best food, had the best accommo- 
dations and were accompanfed by 
the best dressed women. In Mos- 
cow the Gay-Pay-Oo apartment 
house is the envy of Russians and 
foreigners, and the “closed co-oper- 
ative” of the organization has a 
wide choice of supplies at compar- 
atively low prices. This is not the 
result of graft—the organization 
punishes its own offenders. This 
well-being is the reward from a 
grateful Government. 


Only in rare instances have Gay- 
Pay-Oo officials been convicted of 
converting their office to private 
gain. In the first place, the mem- 
bers of the organization are care- 
fully selected; in the second place, 
the loyal members would promptly 
report the offenses of a dishonest 
colleague. 


The organization has kept or- 
der throughout the Soviet Union. 
In the far reaches of the country 
the peasants look upon it as resi- 
dents of the Southwest look upon 
the Texas Rangers or the Western 
Canadians look upon the Royal 
Northwestern Mounted Police. 

The Soviet Union, however, is in 
its fourteenth year. An irrespon- 
sible revolutionary tribunal is 
somewhat out of date.

PRINCE OF WALES ADMONISHES 
ENGLAND TO BUY BRITISH GOODS 


Speaks to Nation Over Radio; Says 
No Lack of World Friend- 
ship Is Implied.

BIRMINGHAM, England, Nov. 
17.—The Prince of Wales appealed 
to the country last night over a 
nation-wide radio hookup to “buy 
British” and “sell British.” 

“This is the rule which I ask 
you to follow in great purchases 
and small: first choice for home 
products; second choice for prod- 
ucts of the empire overseas,” he 
said. “It is a rule which implies 
no lack of friendship toward any 
foreign nation.” 

He could make the appeal, he 
gaid, ‘“‘as a farmer and cattle breed- 
er of England and Canada, as a 
master of shipping fleets and as a 
man whose fortune it has been to 
travel widely over the empire.’’ 

‘Those who control expenditure, 
from the man with large contracts 
to place, to the woman budgeting 
her housekeeping money, must be 
curious about the sources of what 
they buy,” said the Prince, 

“Here at last in the home and 
at the counter is the opportunity 
for every woman in her own way 
to help her country in its hour of 
need. I appeal to every woman 
who is listening to take that op- 
portunity and do the country that 
service. 

“The whole world is concerned 
to see the fortunes of this country 
solidly established and we cannot 
rest content with our fortunes while 
so many ef our people are unem- 
ployed and so many of our pro- 
ducers find it difficult to market 
what they have grown.” 


PHILIPPINE GROUP PROPOSES

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—It is 
now a virtual certainty that the in- 
dividual taxpayer must dig deeper 
next year for his contribution to 
the upkeep of Government. 

Just which section of the popula- 
tion shall bear the brunt of the 
increase, in what form it shall be 
raised and how much it will total 
have become the commanding 
questions on Capitol Hill. 

The administration is going to 
ask Congress to raise more revenue. 
Reluctantly, the Republican leaders 
have resigned themselves to. the 
unpleasant task of boosting levies 
on the eve of a presidential cam- 
paign. The Democrats, uncommit- 
ted as yet, are expected to sanction 
some form of new revenue. 

With another billion dollars of 
deficit to balance off, Secretary 
Mellon has nearly finished drafting 
the plan President Hoover will 
send to Congress in his annual 
budget message. New taxes will be 
combined in this program with 
plans for further borrowing and an 
insistence on drastic Government 
economy. 

Higher rates on the big-money 
incomes and on the large inherit- 
ances appear certain. Considerable 
favor is evident in Congress also 
for the imposition of some excise 
levies, applying on luxuries. The 
Treasury has been considering this 
recommendation in the form of a 
selective sales tax. There is no 
chance for a general sales tax. 

Some consideration is being giv- 
en to dropping down the exemp- 
tions to include more income earn- 
ers. Because the public debt of 
$16,000,000,000 has been reduced 
faster than the original plan called 
for, by applying surpluses in the 
years of plenty, the administration 
is prepared to resort again this 
year to borrowing in an attempt to 
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tide over part of the deficit.

Here, then, we have in reality 
a promissory note in the form of a small 
piece of paper into which have been 
woven a few strands of silk, the security 
for payment of which isrepresented as a 
silver dollar deposited in the Treasury. 
In examining the silver dollar, we notice 
upon one side, emblazoned within the 
crown of the virgin, the much perverted 
word, “Liberty,” beneath which is found 
the usual “In God we trust.” Upon the 
reverse side, in additidn to the customary 
“E pluribus unum,” we find the mighty 
eagle maAjéstically perched upon a rock 
It all looks very pleas- 
ing until we contemplate the inner and 
more sinister parts of the token. When 
we consider that the amount of silver in 
the dollar is worth only a fraction over 
28 cents, figured upon today’s quotation 
of 32% cents per ounce, one wonders if 
the eagle is, in truth, grounded upon the 
rock. Of course, one would never suggest 
either sand or stilts as a substitute, but 
surely either would seem appropriate 
should we desire to convey the real facts. 
Most assuredly, it is not because our 
statesmen do not know any better that we 
continue to debase our silver content 
while at the same time criticising En- 
giand for debasing her gold.

THE RECOVERY OF INDUSTRY. 
Myron C. Taylor, chairman of tbe Finance Commit- 
tee of the U. S. Steel Corporation, makes the very 
sensible suggestion that industry cannot hope to re 
cover without setting ites own house in order. He re- 
jects the theory that either the state or the Govern- 
ment can do for it what it can do for itself, as he 
disbelieves that to liberalize the anti-trust laws and 
thus facilitate greater consolidation can do for in- 
dustry what free competition can do. 

In our judgment, this good advice from‘an authorti- 
tative quarter is worth heeding. Because the War 
Industries Board was able to regulate indugtry dur- 
ing the World War, it does not necessarily follow 
that such a plan is applicable to a time of peace. It 
would be impossible for the Government so to regu- 
late industry without making an oligarch of itself 
and causing the greatest possible unhappiness to 
business. To realize what such contro] would mean, 
we have only speculatively to apply it to a single in- 
dustry. Let us say, for instance, that it were applied 
to oil or to coal. Could the Government undertake to 
say which oil fields should operate, or just how much 
all of them could function? Or could it attempt to 
say which coal fields were to be mined, or how much 
coal all of them together might take out? We do not 
think so. There is a better law for industry, a law 
in which it has always been happier and always will 
be happier than wher it is controlled by the state. 
It is the law of supply and demand, which, moreover, 
encounters none of the constitutional barriers await- 
ing many of the recovery plans. 

Mr. Taylor thinks industry should abandon all idea 
of external aids and cure its own ills by the simple 
specific of competing in a free market. This corre- 
sponds to our own belief. If the anti-trust laws are 
in any wise abated to make further consolidations le- 
gal, the country will be afflicted with an even more 
acute merger malady than afflicts it today. Samuel 
Untermyer said in an address at Los Angeles six 
months ago that, had the anti-trust laws been vigor- 
ously enforced for the past 10 years, the country 
would not now be in the clutches of monopoly. In- 
dustry has not helped itself by stringing all things 
of a kind to a home office in New York, in Boston or 
in Philadelphia. What it has done has been to take 
out of almost all industry the owners and executives 
whose proprietary interest in those concerns was 
what made them go. The best state of affairs in any 
business, whether a factory or a railroad, is the per- 
sonal enthusiasm and loyalty attaching to the con- 
cern from all those associated with tt. The promot-

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BACK TO OLD KENTUCKY. 

A grand jury of Bell County, Kentucky, has indict- 
ed Theodore Dreiser, John Dos Passos, Marie Per- 
gain and seven others on charges of criminal syn- 
dicalism. The Commonwealth’s Attorney, W. A. 
Brock, announcés he will take immediate steps to 
bring the indicted persons Jack to Bell County for 
trial. We hope he succeeds. 

If he does, it may confidently be said, we believe, 
that it will not be a trial behind closed doors. Public 
opinion will demand that the defendants be tried as 
the Constitution provides, not by the courtmartial 
procedure of Kentucky’s coal mine feudalism. 

The trial] ought to throw light on those two coal 
counties of Kentucky, Bell and Harlan. It ought to 
verify or disprove what Dreiser has said about condi- 
tions he found there. He said, on his return to New 
York, that “children are dying of starvation and the 
only thing to feed them is pifto beans. In one coal 
community, seven to nine children have been dying 
It has also been said that 12 miners 
have been killed in Harlan County and nobody has 
been indicted; that three deputy sheriffs were killed 
and something like 50 miners indicted; that a union 
soup kitchen was dynamited, a union organizer’s car 
blown up, a couple of newspaper men shot, and no- 
body indicted. 

If all this is true, the public ought to know about 
it, and the Dreiser trial, will, we feel sure, spread 
that knowledge. For the press of the country will 
be represented at that trial, and those reporters will 
do a thorough job of reporting dawn there, and they 
will not be bluffed or bulldozed, and they will not 
be shot. 

Those coal mines of Kentucky, it is known, have 
long prospered as a non-unionized field, operated at 
wages about half the union scale, with which the 
unionized mines could not compete.

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MRS. CARAWAY’S POSITION. 

In appointing Mrs. Hattie Caraway to fill the Sen- 
ate vacancy created by the death of her husband, 
Gov.

AN ATTACK ON THE FOURTH AMENDMENT. 

It is amazing to hear the fourth amendment cited 
as one of the reasons that America is “the most crim- 
inal country of the earth.” To hear such words from 
a Federal Judge is nothing short of astounding. Yet 
that is the assertion made by Judge George M. Bour- 
quin of Butte, Mont., in an opinion finding eight men 
guilty of liquor law violations at Trenton, N. J. Old 
John Barleycorn, he said, “constantly and vociferous- 
ly” invokes the fourth amendment in his behalf, and 
has thus converted it “to a spear of aggression for 
the-gullty.” 

This amendment, guaranteeing the people security 
against unreasonable searches and seizures, is one 
of the hard-won articles of the Bill of Rights. As 
James Otis said in his address against the British 
writs of assistance, “One of the most essential 
branches of English liberty is the freedom of one’s 
house. A man’s house is his castle; and, while he 
is quiet, he is as well guarded as a prince in his 
castle.” Setting that right aside, he said, bestows “a 
power that places the liberty of every man in the 
hands of every petty official.” That is as true today 
as it was in 1761, when Otis delivered the oration in 
which, according to John Adams, “American inde- 
pendence was born.” Because both British and Amer- 
icans had learned to what excesses governmental 
authority might go without restriction of search war- 
rants, both peoples placed that safeguard in their 
fundamental codes. 

Many a cause has seemed as important to its ad- 
herents as the prohibition cause seems today to its 
devotees. The Stuarts, seeking to put down sedi-

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CANADA AND THE COMMUNISTS. 

The seven-year masquerade of Sergt. John Leopold 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police as a Commun- 
ist has been crowned with success. A court has sen- 
tenced eight of his quondam comrades to prison, has 
recommended seven of them be deported when their 
sentences expire and has authorized confiscation of 
all the party’s property in the dominion. This is the 
triumph resulting from seven years of espionage, of 
distributing pamphlets and running errands, of in- 
gratiating himself into the radicals’ good graces until 
he became a branch secretary. No passive spy was 
Sergt. Leopold, either. He worked hard at his as: 
sumed communism, helped stir up agitation and even 
contributed of his own funds to further the cause he 
was to help put down. 

While Canada was thus sending an agent to win 
the Communists’ confidence and then betray it, things 
were far different in the mother country. A Com- 
munist, Shapurji Saklatvala, sat in the British Par- 
liament. Today, while Canada outlaws the party and 
moves to seize its property, Communists declaim 
openly in Hyde Park, London. And who can say that 
England, recognizing the Communist party and grant- 
ing its adherents all the liberties of Magna Charta, is 
any nearer conversion into a Soviet state than her 
Canadian progeny, which so rigidly represses the 
movement? 

As for Sergt. Leopold, he may be acclaimed the 
ace of agents provocateurs. His like has not been 
seen since the Czar’s secret police went out of busi- 
ness. True, he did his duty as ordered, and “got 
his man,” in accordance with the tradition of his 
corps. But he did it at the cost of betraying that 
confidence of man in man on which all society rests.

TATESMEN, economists and industrial 
G teaters everywhere are groping in the 

dark for causes of, and remédies for, the 
world-wide business depression. The most 
commonly accepted ‘‘cause” is overproduc- 
tion. But by its very nature, overproduc- 
tion is an effect, not a cause. It is clear 
that before a remedy can be found for the 
present and recurring periods of business 
depression, the cause of overproduction 
must be definitely determined. And what 
is it? Avarice—which is defined by Webd- 
Ster as “excessive or inordinate desire of 
gain, covetousness”; which in turn is de- 
fined as “excessive desire for what belongs 
to another.” 

All wealth comes from the earth. Ths 
excessive desire for wealth results in a 
greater production of the products of the 
earth than the world can consume. As 
potential supply in the world, as now con- 
stituted, is greater than demand, a universal 
scramble for wealth ensues, through trade 
selfishness, unfair competition, etc... which 
results in social and industrial injustice. 

The desire for gain in the individual is 
legitimate to the extent of all obtaining fi- 
nancial independence for themselves and 
for their families, in their station in life, 
but becomes avarice when huge fortunes 
are amassed by a comparative few at the 
expense of others. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the lot of the average citizen in the 
United States today is better than in any 
country in the world, and in any of all his- 
tory, we are a nation of hundreds of mil- 
lionaires and millions of citizens that can- 
not earn a decent living. Human labor is 
still considered a commodity, the market 
for which is controlled by money. 

As the world is now constituted, not only 
is it impossible for the masses of human 
beings to attain financial independence, but 
vast hordes everywhere are unable to make 
a decent living. In all countries, money 
has accumulated in the hands of so few 
that the buying power of the great mass 
of the population is not sufficient to con- 
sume the production of the overdeveloped 
capacity of industries producing the necessi- 
ties of life. The resuit is that commodity 
prices are below the cost of production and 
both money and labor are unemployed, 


Money has ceased to be a medium for 
the exchange of commodities and services, 
and in its great accumulation in few hands, 
dominates all human activities. The situ- 
ation has developed that the possessors of 
great wealth, as well as the masses who 
have nothing, are both the victims of the 
tyranny of money over human beings. 
Laws designed to protect the masses and 
to secure a Better distribution of wealth 
and opportunity have been powerless to stop 
the gravitation of money toward the points 
of greatest accumulation. 

The basis of our industrial structure is 
popularly supposed to be the reward of per- 
sonal initiative. This right of freedom of 
action by the individual involves the corre- 
sponding duty to use ft for the good of all. 
The fact that business in the United States 
in the last 75 years has fluctuated between 
some 206 odd peaks of prosperity and depths 
of depression, indicates that the compara- 


tively few have not rendered to the masses 
service in the way of leadership, commen- 
surate with their disproportionate reward of 
the right of personal initiative. Never be- 
fore in the history of the United States has 
business, big and little, so generally ac- 
knowledged its inability to conduct its af- 
fairs honestly and fairly. This paradox of 
claiming personal initiative, while running 
to the Government for laws to control per- 
sonal conduct, is a phenomenon until re- 
cently unknown in this country. 

The application of private initiative in 
this machinery age of mass production and 
concéntration of money in few hands, has 
resulted in a disproportionate distribution 
of the rewards and benefits. The concen- 
tration of money in comparatively few great 
corporations, controlled by an infinitesimal 
few, enormously rich individuals, and the 
extraordinary development of machine mass 
production has resulted in an alarming re- 
duction in the demand for human labor 
and in the restriction of opportunity. 
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Machines must serve and not destroy hu- 
man beings. Labor displaced by machin- 
ery that cannot be absorbed in new indus- 
tries created by it, will prébably have to be 
provided with an opportunity to earn a liv- 
ing by shorter hours for all labor. The in- 
creased cost of manufactures resulting from 
such a solution will, by the nature of the 
problem, have to be borne by capital in 
a reduced earning power of money, not, as 
represented, in inflated corporation capital- 
ization, but on the actual amount of money 
employed in industry. In considering an 
equitable reiation between wages for money 
and human labor, the basis must be actual 
money émployed and not its fictitious earn- 
ing power. Passing on this increased cost 
to consumers would simply continue, and 
even aggravate, the presént déadlock. 

A redistribution of wealth will probably 
be attempted in the United States by in- 
creasing the income taxes in the higher 
brackets, on the theory that increased 
taxes, direct or indirect, on those that have 
little or nothing will not incréase revenues 
and will further curtail the buying power 
of the masses. Other means indicated by 
the trend of public opinion, are, by increas- 
ing inheritance taxes, and perhaps by abol- 
ishing tax-exempt securities. The resulting 
increased national revenues are likely to be 
distributed among the masses through old 
age pensions, employment and health insur- 
ance, public works on a grand scale and 
other forms of state socialism. 

This is no new situation in the history 
of the world. The social injustice involved 
in it has been continuous. The fact is as 
Stated before, that a better distribution of 
wealth exists today than at any time here- 
tofore, and especially is this the case in the 
United States; but this very fact makes a 
solution of the problem more urgent. It 
also holds out the hope of a more orderly 
adjustment than in previous popular up- 
heavals against social injustice, but the 
masses, particularly in the United States, 
have tasted some of the sweets of comfort 
and even luxury, the continued possession 
of which is threatened. They may be in- 
different to their civic rights and duties, 
but not to their comforts and pleasures,

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DREISER 10 FIGHT 
EXTRADITION ON 
KENTUCKY CHARGE 


Writer and His Committee 
Ask Gov. Roosevelt for 
Hearing Before He oe 
Papers. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—Theodore 


Dreiser and members of his com- 
mittee which investigated Kentucky 
mine labor troubles have indicated 


they will not go back to Bell County 
to face criminal syndicalism 
charges without a fight. 

As the first step in their efforts 
to resist extradition to answer to 
indictments under the Kentucky 
criminal syndicalism law, Dreiser 
and his associates have asked Gov. 
Roosevelt to grant them a hearing 
before he signs extradition papers. 
If Dreiser and the others change 
their minds and decide to go back 
for trial the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union is ready to aid their de- 
femse., 

In a statement issued through 
tme National Committee for the De- 
fepse of Political Prisoners, of 
which he is chairman, Dreiser de- 
clared the charges were brought in 
an attempt to “becloud” the find- 
ings of his committee of writers in 
their investigation. 

“This indictment,’ the statement 
said, “is the second desperate at- 
tempt of Judge D. C. Jones and 
Harlan officials to smother and di- 
vert public attention from any ex- 
posure of the appalling conditions 
of starvation, peonage and persecu- 
tion in the Kentucky coal fields. 
“Judge Jones’ first crude attempt 
to drag a red herring across the 
trail of the committee’s findings of 
official murder, dynamiting, kid- 
naping and tyranny in Harlan 
County, was a charge of adultery 
brought against Theodore Dreiser, 
based upon the statement of tooth- 
pick snoopers and amateur detec- 
tives.” 

Test of Criminal Syndicalism Law 
in Prospect. 


MIDDLESBORO, Ky., 
If Bell County officials are suc- 
cessful in extraditing Theodore 
Dreiser and members of his com- 
mittee, a test of Kentucky criminal 
syndicalism statute is in prospect. 
Dreiser’s committee while here 
asked the authorities why several 
men they previously had charged 
with criminal syndicalism were re- 
leased on promises to leave the 
State. Commonwealth’s Attorney 
W. A. Brock replied that if any 
returned they would be tried. Sam- 
uel Ornitz, a member of the com- 
mittee, said, “That’s just what we 
want you to do,” adding that it 
would afford an opportunity for a 
court test of the law. 

Dreiser and Ornitz are among 
10 members of the committee in- 
dicted here yesterday on criminal 
syndicalism charges. Others in- 
dicted were John Dos Passos, 
George Maurer, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Rumford Walker, Celia 
Kuhn, M. P. Levy, Marie Pergain 
and A. Gohns. There was no mem- 
ber of the committee with the lat- 
ter name, but A. Gannes, National 
Miners’ Union representative, made 
addresses at meetings conducted by 
the committee at which the indict- 
ments charge acts of criminal syn- 
dicalism were committed. 

Dreiser and Marie Pergain are 
under Bell County . indictments 
charging adultery also, but tiis of- 
fense is not extraditiable. The 
criminal syndicalism indictments 
charge the group with “aiding and 
counseling crime, physical violence, 
arson, destruction of property, in- 
timidation, terrorism and other un- 
lawful acts,” and “advising and 
suggesting disorder and resistancc” 
to the State and Federal Govern- 
ments. The writs also charge the 
group with urging overthrow or 
change of the Government “by 
force and violence.”

Four cases in which men are un- 
der penitentiary gentences have 
disappeared, while under appeal 
bonds, and are at large although the 
Supreme Court has denied their ap- 
peals, were reported today by As- 
Sistant Circuit Attorney Mclaugh- 
lin. He obtained a $10,000 bond 
forfeiture in one of the cases, and 


will ask for forfeitures in the oth- 
er cases. The cases represent a 


survival of the methods of evasion 
and neglect formerly called “the 
Supreme Court shuffle.” 


Charles Kimes, convicted in 1925 
of robbery fn a park holdup case, 
and sentenced to five years’ im - 
prisonment,-.gave a $10,000 bond 
with Louis Ross as surety. The Su- 
preme Court dismissed the appeal 
July 7, 1928, because it was not 
perfected. On motion of McLaugh- 
lin, Judge Beck today declared the 
bond forfeited. Its _ collection is 
doubtful, as Rose is not now ac- 
tively in the bonding business. 

The other cases in which for- 
feitures will be asked are those of 
Lawrence Julian, convicted in 1926 
of robbery in the Mound City Trust 


Co. $35.00 holdup, five-year 
sentence, $10,000 appeal bond 
signed by Louis Rose, appeal 


dismissed by Supreme court July 3, 
1928: Sam Trask, convicted in 
1924 of embezzlement by’ bailee, 
two-year sentence, $3000 bond 
signed by Sa mArky, appeal dis- 
missed by Supreme Court June 12, 
1926; and Joe Giardano, sentenced 
in 1928 to one year for carrying 
concealed weapons, $2000 appeal 
bond signed by Joseph Sciales, ap- 
peal dismissed by Supreme Court 
Feb. 19, 1930. 

When the Supreme Court dis- 
misses an appeal, it is the duty of 
Clerk of the Supreme Court 
to notify the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes here, and the duty of 
the clerk here to apply to a 
Judge for issuance of a capias for 


arrest of the defendant. The ca- 
pias is placed in the Sheriff’s 
hands, and if the Sheriff cannot 


find a defendant, he is supposed 
to report the fact to the Court, so 
that the bond may be declared for- 
feited. 

McLaughlin. who has been 
cleaning up the Circuit Attorneys’ 
docket in cases of this character, 
has not stated what step of pro- 
cedure was omitted in the four 
cases cited. In the first three 
cases, the Supreme Court’s dis- 
missal came before Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller took office. 


DROPS SUIT FOR SALARY 
OF DISMISSED PROFESSOR 


Civil Liberties Union Says Louisi- 
ana U. Has Met Requests on 
Which Action Was Based.

BATON ROUGE, La., Nov. 17.— 


The American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion today announced it had dropped 
its proposed suit against Louisiana 
State University to recover a year’s 
salary for Dr. John Earle Uhler, 
dismissed by the university as pro- 
fessor of English for writing the 
novel “Cane Juice.”’ 

A statement issued by the Union, 

which took up Dr. Uhler’s’ case 
several weeks ago, said the univer- 
Sity had “‘evaded’’ the legal action 
by complying with all requests on’ 
which the action would have been 
based. 
The salary, which the university 
agreed to pay, representing Dr. 
Uhler’s services until the end of 
the college year, next June, was 
announced as approximately $4000. 
Dr. Uhler was dimissed from the 
faculty several weeks ago when 
the board of supervisors decided 
that his book “Cane Juice,” the 
scene of which was laid on the 
university campus, was an unfair 
reflection on the institution.

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PLAN ADOPTED 10 SAVE 
5. W. STRAUS PROJECTS 


Bondholders. Will Make Effort 
in Each Case to Avoid 
Receivership. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—A gen- 


eral plan for the reorginaztion of 
the real estate properties financed 
by S. W. Straus & Co., the bonds 
against which now are in default, 
was announced yesterday by the 
various bondholders’ committees 
organized during the last two 
months by the bankers. A general 
effort, it was announced, will be 


1 made in each case to avoid receiv- 


ership. 


The basis for the plan calls for 
the raising of new money where 
conditions warrant and desirable 
loans can be obtained, providing for 
the release of mortgage liens by 
the present bondholders with the 
latter receiving in exchange a cash 
distribution and junior securities, 
such as income bonds or deben- 
tures providing for the payment of 
interest only when earned. 

To compensate present bond- 

holders for any reduction in in- 
terest and other concessions made 
by them, commén stocks in some 
instances may be paid them. It 
is planned that the ownership of 
the properties, as representéd by 
common stock, will be divided 
among the original owner, the 
holders of junior securities and the 
owners of furniture and other 
equipment. Where advisable the 
management of the original owner 
will be retained. 
The joint statement of the bond- 
holders’ committees explained that 
it has been necessary to commence 
foreclosure procedings in virtually 
all cases due to the reluctance of 
a small percentage of the bond- 
holders to deposit their bonds. 


Three St. Louis Hotels Have De- 
faulted on Bonds. 
St. Louis properties financed by 
S. W. Straus & Co., which have 
defaulted in interest payments on 
their bonds, are the Chase, Coro- 
nado and Mayfair hotels. 
Trustees for the bondholders 
have filed foreclosure suits against 
the Chase and Coronado, and: are 
in charge of the Mayfair, while a 
receivership suit is pending. 
The Chase mortgage, originally 
$2,700,000, has been reduced to 
$1,900,000. Two mortgages were 
placed on the Coronado, one for 
$1,400,000 covering the original 
building, the other for $1,050,000 
covering the annex. These have 
been reduced so that the total in 
bonds outstanding is about $2,000,- 
000. The Mayfair issue, originally 
$1,600,000, has been reduced to 
about $1,430,000. 


TO FIGHT FOR BEER WHEN 
CONGRESS GOES INTO SESSION 


The Crusaders Say Half Billion 
Revenupe Will Be Ppoduced 
in 12 Months. 


By the Associated Press. . 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The 


Crusaders, anti-prohibition organ- 
ization, today said it would “fight 
for a revision of the Volstead act” 
in the next session of Congress to 
permit manufacture of beer. 
Such a modification, the Cru- 
saders said, would “stop beer rack- 
eteering and would be the simplest, 
most painless method of raising 
revenue.” 

The statement said the adminis- 
tration in its studies of ways to in- 
crease Treasury revenue had over- 
looked the ‘‘most obvious and sim- 
ple method,” the revision of the 
liquor laws to permit the manufac- 
ture of beer. 

A tax of 25 oaents a gallon on 
beer, the statement added, would 
bring “at least a half billion in 
revenue” in 12 months.

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HOME RULE FOR ARMY 
DEMANDED BY GANDHI 


Tells London Parley ‘We Will 
Fight Until Eternity to 
Get It.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 17.—Mahatma 


Gandhi’s Indian Nationalists will 
fight “until eternity” for full con- 
trol of the army in India, he told 
the Federal Structures Committee 
of the Round Table conference to- 
day. , 


“We will go through fire and 
storm and distress,’’ he said, “and, 


if it be God’s will, through a 
shower of bullets to obtain our in- 
dependence. 


“The nation which has no con- 
trol over its defense forces is not @ 
responsible nation, and if the Brit- 
ish people think it will be a cen- 
tury before we can be trusted ~ith 


contro! of the army, then for that 
century the Nationalist Congress, 
will wander in the wilderness. If 
India cannot have complete con- 
trol over the army then the army 
should be disbanded. I will wait 
until eternity if I cannot get con- 
trol over the national defenses.” 

The Mahatma, who intended to 
start home Thursday, has changed 
his plans and will remain. 

Lord Sankey, Lord Chancellor 
who is acting as chairman of the 
committee, indicated this morning 
the Government would end the 
conference this week, but when 
several delegates protested it would 
be impossible to devise a new In- 
dian constitution without having 
heard the views of the principal 
Indian representatives, the Govern- 
ment decided to prolong the con- 
ference for another week. 

“This leaves me in a fog,” said 
Gandhi, “but I am ready to spend 
the winter in England if necessary 
to secure some tangible results 
from these meetings.”’

STANDARDS RAISED 


An amendment to the eligibility 
rules of the Missouri State High 
School Athletic Association to the 
effect that no high school student 
shall participate in an athletic 
event after he has been in attend- 
ance eight -semesters was passed 
recently by a majority vote. The 
new rule goes into effect next Sep- 
tember. 

Heretofore athletes who were in 
their ninth semester were eligible 
until the beginning of the tenth, 
so that the amendment is more 
strict than the old rule.

Fredricks is the only deaf and 
dumb player in the history of St. 
Louis soccer. 

Learned Game From Stars. 

While he can neither hear nor 
talk to his teammates or the 
referees on decisions, Fredricks ex- 
plained in the sign language that 
he can always hear the signal of 
the referee, because the shrill of 
the whistle seems to penetrate his 
body. It has startled those who 
know of his handicap to see him 
stop quickly when the_ referee 
blows his whistle for an off-side 
play or a foul. 

While not being ~ble to attend 
school, Fredericks learned his soc- 
cer right behind his home, where 
there was a big vacant lot. On this 
lot each evening gathered former 
soccer stars of AthJetic Park days 
who like to play “kick in and kick 
out” for exercise. Such players as 
“Bull” Palmer, Ernie Quigley, 
Ponto Palmer, Madsen, Flood and 
others were always there and 
young Fredericks used to kick with 
them and picked up enough knowl- 
edge of the game to join a junior 
league. 

Five years ago Richard “Bull” 
Brannigan, a star with the old St. 
Leos, when that club was 10-time 
champions, sponsored a commun- 
ity league in the vicinity of Grand 
boulevard and North Market 
street, a hotbed of soccer, known 
as the Holy Name League and com- 
posed of four teams from St. Ter- 
esa’'s school. These teams played 
on week day mornings and Bran- 
nigan refereed the games and 
coached the youngsters. Fred- 
ricks, wtih his “lot knowledge” of 
the game, joined one of the teams 
and played center forward and de- 
veloped into one of the stars under 
the tutelage of Brannigan. The 
next year he played with the D. A. 
team in the Forest Park division of 
the Muny League, and for the last 
two seasons has played with the 
Andys in the St. Louis Amateur 
Twilight Soccer League, which 
played on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings at Sherman Park ~ last 
summer. On this team he played 
inside right. 

Pride of the Family. 

Playing with the Andys, Fred- 
ricks was with a team sponsored 
by his father, whose hobby is soc- 
cer. Every soccer fan knows An- 
dy, the barber from North Grand 
boulevard, who each year for a 
long period has sponsored a team 
in the Municipal League, and who 
spondgored the “kid” team in the 
twilight league, under the manage- 
ment of John Brennan. Next to 
winning pennants in the Muny 
League, Andy Senior is interested 
in making a great player out of his 
son. 

Andy Junior was 19 years old 
last August. He is the oldest of 
four children, two boys and two 
girls, and lives with his parents, 
4274 San Francisco avenue. He 
is employed as a cutter in a cloth- 
ing factory. He never has had the 
powers of speech and hearing.

George Wilsman, Stillman’s man- 
ager, is rather hot under the collar 
over the report that Stillman was 
seeking a setup before he would 
box. Wilsman claims that he will 
take a chance with Stillman against 
anybody and says that he had 
agreed with Tippett to box Oster, a 
pretty rugged sort of puncher, for 
10 per cent of the gate receipts. 

Wants Retzlaff for Knost. 

Also Wilsman is seeking a tough 
opponent for his heavyweight, Dave 
Knost. George declares that if 
Jack Hurley is sincere about want-

HAT never-say-die supporter

Police Relief Association Files 
Mandamas: Suit to Determine 
Its Right to Funds. 

A mandamus suit was filed in 
Circuit Court today by the St. 
Louis Police Relief Association to 
determine whether the association 
is entitled to confiscated gambling 
funds and the proceeds from the 
sale of unclaimed property which 
are ‘in possession of the Police 
Department. 

It is alleged the association is 
legally entitled to the funds but 
the Police Department has refused 
to relinquish them. 

Harold C. Ackert of the law firm 
of Holland, Lashly & Donnell, 
representing the association, said 
about $17,000 had accumulated 
from the sources mentioned, which 
should be turned over. Of this, 
he said, $5000 represents proceeds 
from unclaimed property and the 
rest is confiscated gambling money 
which has not been claimed by the 
owners. The latter fund has been 
accumulating for years. 

Ackert stated that formerly it 
had been the practice of the Po- 


Relief Association as beneficiary of 
receipts from the sale of property 
but recently this practice was abol- 
ished. The unclaimed gambling 
money, seized as evidence, never 
has been paid to the association, 
the attorney said. 

It is understood the object of the 
suit is to obtain a legal ruling on 
the question as a matter of pro- 
tection to the department.

Chilblain 


C HILBLAIN, a condition affect. 


ing the agns and legs, is com. 
mon during the winter months. 
Exposure to cold is its immediate 
cause but an underlyinng one is

tremities. 

The precise mechanism in the 
development of chilblain is not fy). 
ly known, but it has been observed 
that in the susceptible persons the 
exposed parts become first blancheg 
and bloodless, and subsequently 
red and engorged with blood. 

The first condition is apparently 
due to a spasmodic contraction of 
the small blood vessels, followed in 
time by their relaxation. 

During the reaction the blood 
serum escapes from the blood ves. 
sels into the surrounding tissues, 
forming little swellings. 

The swellings are not infrequent- 


ly painful and the sufferer com. 4 


plains of an itching and burning, 
He is tempted to scratch the ar. 
fected parts and, in the process, 
may break open the swellings. 

The prevention of chilblain de. 
mands an improvement in the 
blood circulation of the susceptible 
parts as well as their pretection 
against excessive exposure to damp 
cold. 

Outdoor exercise, a diet rich in 
vitamins and mineral salts, the 
elimination of chronic infections 
and the correction of other physi- 
cal and hygienic faults, will aid in 
preventing of chilblain.
